No. 49-Pres./89.—The President is pleased to institute the 
following awards with a view to recognising such individual 
acts of exceptional devotion to duty or courage as have spe¬ 
cial significance for the Coast Guard and, in this behalf, to 
make, ordain and establish the following statutes which shall 
be deqjned to have effect from the dale of this notification— 

A. PRESIDENTS TATRAKSHAK MEDAL/PRESIDENT 
COAST GUARD MEDAL 

Firstly : The award shall be in the form of a medal 
designated as (he PRESIDENT’S TATRAKSHAK MEDAL/ 
PRESIDENT COAST GUARD MEDAL (hereinafter refer¬ 
red to as the medal), 

Secondly : The medal shall be awarded to personnel of the 
Coast Guard for such individual acts of exceptional devotion 
to duty or courage performed within or without the territory 
of INDIA as have special significance for the Coast Guard. 
All ranks of the Coast Guard shall be eligible for the medal. 
Awards may be made posthumously, 

Thirdly : The medal shall be circular in shape, made of 
silver with gold gilt, one and three-eighth inches in diameter, 
and shall have embossed on the obverse the design of the 
Coast Guard Crest in the centre and words "President’s Coast 
Guard Medal” above and “India” below, along the edge of the 
medal separated by two five pointed heraldic stars. On the 
reverse, it shall have embossed the State Emblem in the 
centre and a wreath joined by a plain clasp at the top along 
the upper edge. On the rim the name of the person to whom 
the medal has been awarded, shall he inscribed, 

Fourthly : A bar shall be given for every subsequent award 
of the medal to a person. 

Fifthly : The names of (hose to whom this medal may be 
awarded shall be published in the Gazette of India and a 
Register of such names may be kept in the Ministry of 
Defence by such person as the President may direct. The 
names shall also be published in the Coast Guard Orders. 

Sixthly : Each medal shall be suspended from the left breast 
and the riband, of an inch and three-eighth in width, shall be 
Silver White with Navy Blue Band in the middle dividing it 
in three equal parts. The Bar shall be attached to the riband 
by which the medal is suspended. When the riband is worn 
alone, a small silver rose with gold gilt shall be attached 
thereto for every bar which is awarded. 

Seventhly : The President may cancel and annual the 
award to any person and thereupon his name shall be deleted 
in the Register. The President may, however, also restore 
any medal which may have been so forfeited in which case 
the name of the individual shall be reinstated in the Register. 
Notice of cancellation or restoration in every case shall be 
published in the Gazette of Tndia and Coast Guard Orders. 

Eighthly : The Government may frame such instruction as 
may be necessary to carry out the purpose of this Notifica¬ 
tion. 

B. TATRAKSHAK MED AI./COAST GUARD MEDAL 

Firstly • The award shall be in the form of a medal desig¬ 
nated as the TATRAKSHAK MEDAL/COAST GUARD 
MEDAL (.hereinafter referred to us the medal),

Secondly : The medal shall be awarded to the personnel 
of the Coast Guard for such individual acts of conspicuous 
devotion to duty or courage performed within or without the 
territory of INDIA as have special significance for the Coast 
Guard. All ranks of the Coast Guard shall be eligible for 
the medals. Awards may be made posthumously. 

Thirdly : The medal shall be circular in shape made or 
Bronze, one and three-eighth inches in diameter, and shall 
have embossed on the obverse the design of the Coast Guard 
Crest in the centre and the words “Coast Guard Medal" above 
and “India" below, along the edge of the medal separated by 
two five pointed heraldic stars. On the reverse, it shall have 
embossed trio State Emblem in the centre and a wreath joined 
by a plain clasp at the top along with upper edge. On the 
rim the name of the person to whom the medal has been 
awarded, shall be inscribed. 

Fourthly : A bar shall he given for every subsequent award 
of the medal to a person. 

Fifthly : The names of those persons to whom this medal 
or the bar may be awarded shall be published in the Gazette 
of India and a Register of such names may be kept in the 
Ministry of Defence by such persons as the President may 
direct, The names shall be also published in the Coast Guard 
Orders. 

Sixthly : Each medal shall be suspended from the left 
breast and the riband of an inch and three-eighth in width 
shall be four Silver White and five Navy Blue alternate strips 
of each width. The bar shall be attached to the riband by 
which the medal is suspended. When the riband is worn 
alone, a small silver rose shall be attached thereto for every 
bar which is awarded. 

Seventhly : The President may cancel or annual the award 
to any pci son and thereupon his name shall be deleted in the 
Register. The President may, however, also restore any 
medal which may have been so forfeited in which case the 
name of the individual shall be reinstated in the Register. 
Notice of cancellation or restoration in every case shall be 
published in the Gazette of India and Coast Guard Orders. 

Eighthly : The Government may frame such instructions 
as may be necessary to carry out the purpose of this Noti¬ 
fication. 

No. 50-Pres./89.—Tn accordance with the Statute "eighthly” 
of the Statutes relating to the award of the President's Tut- 
rakshak Medal and the Tatrakshak Medal, the following rules 
governing them are notified 

President's Tatrakshak Medal 

1. Recommendations for awards on the ground of conspi¬ 
cuous gallantry shall be made as soon as possible after the 
occasion on which the conspicuous gallantry was shown and 
in special circumstances recommendations for awards on 
other grounds may be made at any time for an immediate 
awa rd. 

2, All recommendations shall state the name and rank and 
personal number of the person recommended, the name of 
the unit of which he is a member and particulars of the 
gallantry service for which grant of medal is recommended. 
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3. The number of medals awarded for distinguished service 
in any one year shall not exceed Two. Thcio shall be no 
limit on the number of medals to be awarded for gallantry 
in any one year. 

4. The medal shall be awarded :— 

(i) For such individual acts of exceptional courage per¬ 
formed within or without the territory of INDIA 
which have special significance for the Consl Guard. 

(ii) Success in the conduct of Coast Guurd operations 
under difficult conditions such a? weather or limita¬ 
tions of ships/boats or equipments. 

(iii) Special service as in prevention or checking of 
smuggling, poaching or safeguarding of national 
interests in the Maritime Zones of India. 

(iv) Prolonged service but o«ly when distinguished by 
very exceptional ability and merit. 

5. When awarded for gallantry, the medal shall carry a 
monetary allowance at the rates and subject to the conditions 
set forth below. The expenditure incurred on this account 
shall be debitable to the relevant heads of Coast Guard 
Budget. 

(a) Where an individual has already been awarded the 
Tatrakshak Medal for gallantry and is subsequently 
awarded the Presidents Tatrakshak Medal for a 
further act of gallantry he shall be paid a monetary 
allowance attached to the latter medal in addition 
to the original allowance, 

(b) The allowance shall be granted from the date of the 
act for which the award iN given, and unless it is for¬ 
feited for misconduct, shall continue until death. 

fc) Where a recipient is in receipt of the allowance at 
the lime of his death, it shall be continued for life 
or till re-marriage of his widow (the first married 
wife having the preference). In the cuse of a 
posthumous award of the Medal or a Bar the 
allowance shall be paid, from the date of the act 
for which the award is made, to the widow (the 
first married wife having the preference) for her 
life or till re-marriage, 

(cl) When the award is made posthumously to a bache¬ 
lor the monetary allowance shall be paid to his 
father or mother and in cuse the posthumous awardee 
is a widower, the allowance shall be paid to his son 
below 18 years or unmarried daughter as the case 
may be. 

(e) All the recipients of this gallantry award shall be, 
entitled lo the monetary allowance on a uniform 
rate, irrespective of their ranks. The rale of mone¬ 
tary allowance for the Medal as also for the bar to 
the Medal shall be Rupees One Hundred per 
mensum. 

6. The medal is liable to be forfeited when the holder 
is guilty of disloyalty, cowardice in action or such conduct 
as in the opinion of the President, brings the Service 
into disrepute. 

7. Recommendations for the announcement of awards 
for distinguished service on the 26th January (Republic 
day) and the 15th August (Independence Day) should be 
forwarded so as lo reach Coast Guard Headquarters 
(Director Personnel) not later than preceding 15 th 
September and 15th April respectively every year, 

Tatrakshak Medal 

8. Recommendations for awards on the ground of 
conspicuous gallantry shall be made as soon as possible 
after the occasion on which the conspicuous gallantry was 
shown, and in special circumstances recommendations for 
awards on other grounds may be made at any time for 
an immmediate award. 

9. Each recommendation shall state the name and rank 
and personal number of the person recommended, the 
name of the unit of which he is a member and 
particulars of the gallantry or service for which the 
grant of Medal is recommended. 


10. The number of medals awarded for meritorious 
Service in any one year shall not exceed Five. There 
shall be no limit to the number of medals awarded for 
gallantry. 

11. The medal shull be awarded :— 

(i) For conspicuous acts of gallantry. Awards fob 
gallantry will be made as soon as possible after 
the event Occasioning the giant. 

(ii) For valuable service characterised by resource¬ 
fulness and devotion to duty including prolonged 
service of ability and merit. 

12. The madal may also be awarded to Air crew who 
have completed within a single tenure of 2 years or 
less the following minimum flying hours:- 

Medium range surveillance aircraft—8(H) his 

Light surveillance aircraft—800 hrs 

Helicopters—500 hrs 

13. (a) When awarded for gallantry the Medal as also 
the Bar to the Medal shall, subject to the 
conditions set forth for the President’s Coast 
Guard Medal for gallantry, carry a monetary 
allowance t on a uniform rate of Rupees Sixty per 
mensum, irrespective of the rank of the recipient. 
The expenditure incurred on this account shall be 
debitable to ihe relevant heads of Cost Guard Budget. 

(b) Where an officer who has already been awarded 
cither the Tatrakshak Medal or that Medal and a 
Bar or Bars thereto tor gallantry is subsequently 
awarded the Tatrakshak Medal for a further act 
of gallantry, lie shall be paid a monetary allowance 
attached to the Bar to the latter Medal in addition 
to the original allowance and not the full 
allowance attached to the Medal itself. 

14. The Medal for gallantry shall tie worn next to and 
immediately after the President's Tatrakshak Medal for 
distinguished service. 

15. The award of the Medal will not be a bar to the 
subsequent award of the President’s Tatrakshak Medal. 

16. The Medal is liable to be forfeited when the 
holder is guility of disloyalty, cowardice in action or 
such conduct as in the opinion of the President brings 
the force into disrepute. 

17. Recommendaltions for the announcement of awards 
for meritorious service on the 26th January (Republic 
Day) and the 15th August (Independence Day) should be 
forwarded so ns to reach the Secretary to the 
Government of India, Ministry of Defence, not later than 
the preceding 151h September and 15th April respectively 
each year,
